Former Marshal Will Be Arraigned 
Under Conviction in Nataural- 
ization Fraud Case 

.Thomas FE. Barrett, former marshal of 
the St. Louls Court of Appeals, will be ar- 
raigned before the United States District 
Court Monday morning to be sentenced 
under conviction for participation in natu- 

Falization frauds. 

Barrett was convicted at the same time 
as Dolan and Garrett, who each was sen- 
tenced to five years in the penitentiary 
and to the payment of $1000 fine.

THE HEAD OF — 
THE CHICAGO GANG 
OF YOUNG CRIMINALS

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—This is to relate how 
four youths of respectable parentage, born 
and bred in Chicago with the advantage of 
the public school, came in this day to adopt 
a life of brigandage, slaying and robbing 
with a recklessness that confounded the 
police and terrorized the community. 

Gustave Marx, the 2l-year-old bandit who. 
by confession, cleared the mystery of the 
car barn murders and seven other desper- 
ate deeds, stood tn his cell yesterday at the 
Sheffield avenue police station and bit by 
bit cleared the other mYstery which makes 
his story a study in criminolagy. 

Reared amid the traditions of family and 
neighborhood feuds in a rovgh quarter of 
the city, their m‘nds nourished on the liter- 
ature of the dime novel, and led into the 
life of the all-night saloon and the diver- 
sions of the dance hall. Marx and the three 
accomplices he accuses drifted naturally 
into outlawry as a choice of livelihood. And 
step by step, with the progress of their 
wild ways, there came to them a philoso- 
phy more sulted to the professional despera- 
do—a philosophy whfch. coming from the 
lips of youth, causes a shudder.

Marx is six feet tall and brawny. 

While Marx stood grasping the bars of 
his cell this morning telling the story of 
his fight with Detective John Quinn, whom 
he killed, the solemn notes of a funeral 
march were borne to his ears. 

“What's the music?’ he asked. 

As Marx's jailer started to repiy there 
was a curious stretching of necks of the 
rclice gathered around the cell, to see how 
the murderer would take the answer. ‘‘That 
is the band plaving in front of the funeral 
procession, Qvinn is being buried today,’’ 
was the réply of the jailer. 

“Is that so?’ said Marx, without more 
than a mere tiicker of interest. Then he 
said, as if to himself: “If my revolver had 
rot failed to work I would not have been 
here now and Blaul would probably have 
been also ridirg ir a hearse.’ Blaul was 
Quinn's partrer and overpowered Marx 
after the latter had fatally wounded Quinn. 

One of the policemen quietly remarked: 
“You have put a rope around that neck of 
yours and you will not ride in a hearse 
e{ther.’’ Marx simply laughed and stretched 
one muscular hand up to his throat and 
said: “We'll see how good a prophet you 
are,"’ 

Then ‘he talked a little of himself. “I 
have read dime novels,” he said, “but it 
was money and not any hankering after 
the life of a Jesse James which made me 
take to highway robbery. I don't like to 
shoot people, but, af course, sometimes 
vou have to do it. If they get foolish they 
get hurt. I am not very bad. The first 
thing I ever stole was a chicken five years 
ago, I never took a revolver and went out 
to rob until this last summer. Neider- 
meiler and Van Dein are bad ones. They 
are both bully good shots, too, and any 
one who tries to arrest them will have a 
warm time. 

‘“] was just thinking,”” he went on, 
‘whether I was only a-criminal or whether 
it was just recklessness. Then I figured it 
was simple idleness.” 

“You are quite a philosopher,’’ remarked 
Marx's hearer, pleasantly. 

“Tl always thought a philosopher was a 
thinking man,’’ answered Marx. 

“Well, aren’t you thinking now?” he was 
asked. 

“Oh, yes, I am thinking a little now,’’ the 
prisoner answered, “but I am not what 
could be called a thinking man by any 
means. Thought was always the least of 
my troubles. A man like that wouM make 


a poor hold-up man.’

‘to hold up their hands and that before he 
knew or could prevent it Neidermeter be- 
gan shooting. 

Van Detn then joined him and the bullets 
from their magazine revolvers ended the 
lives of Motorman James B. Johnson and 
‘erk Francis W. Stewart.

Underneath 
is evidence of an extensive plot, the rami- 
fications of which have extended through- 
out Ohio, New York, Illinois and lowa, 

The consorts of Fairbanks have been 
tunneling night and day to undermine! 
Roosevelt in this state. 

All the leading Fairbanks men in secret 
express doubts if the party can elect Roose- 
velt, if he is nominated. 

Judge Hiram Brownlee of Marion is out 
in a statement in which he boldly pro- 
claims himself for Hanna for President. 

The state is being flooded with anti- 
Roosevelt literature, and a move is on to 
postpone the meeting of the Republican 
state committee until Chairman Goodrich 
can meet the members of the national com- 
mittee at Washington on Dec. 11.

The Supreme Court of Missouri has decided in favor of a 
weedless St. Louis. In a case brought before it by the city, 
the Health Department has been sustained in its anti-weed 
crusade. Next year, citizens must cut down the weeds on their 
lots abutting on the public streeta, or pay the fine provided 
by law.

On the contrary, the perpetrators or first 
movers of the horror came from the central provinces of 
Russia, where the Jews have no domiciliary rights and where, 
therefore, exploitation is impossible.

While the season has been exceptionally 
interesting in point of surprises, due some- | 
what to the possibilities of play under the 
nw rules, the latter have entirely failed in 
the expected reduction of injuries to play- 
ers. 

To the present time the appalling record | 
of 18 deaths has been made in the two | 
months of the season. 

This is the high-water mark in football | 
fatalities, being almost half again as many 
as were killed last year, and more than 
twice the total of the year before. 

A long list of injured is on record, and | 
several of these ere in serious condition. 

The deaths in many cases were not due 
to roughness of football play, but to acci-

One death was due to heart disease. An- | 
other player was killed by members of his | 
own team in a bad accident.
